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COUNCIL STANDS FIRM 

The much-publicised gay swimming sessions began on 
the 23rd Xovember at the Victoria Leisure Centre 
and whilst the "Sun" screeched in banner headlines, 
the swims went off without a hitch, few people are 
joining weekly, and several lesbians and gay men who 
are qualified life-savers have offered to supervise. 

The lesblan/gay swims Join a number of other groups 
who have similar sessions, including mother A toddler 
groups, Asian women, and pensioners. 

Swimmer, Leroy Dalton said: "Vhy shouldn’t lesbians 
and gays have more than just talk-shops - we pay our 
rates the same as everyone else. It’s about time we 
had a choice of social provision like other groups, so 
what's all the mithering about!" (All the schools who 
have originally boycotted the Centre have now returned)., 

The Director of Recreation, Xoel Vinter, defended 
the sessions at a recent public meeting in Radford 
when he said that gays were as entitled as any other 
group to book sessions, there was no question of pri¬ 
vilege Involved and the only reason the sessions were 
transferred from John Carroll Leisure Centre, Radford, 
was because of threats to members of staff and users 
if the sessions went ahead there. However, the City 
Council might well decide to move the sessions back to 
John Carroll in the future 

But one member of staff admitted that the real issue 
was a moral one - he would be quite happy to swim in 
the same pool as gays. And so we come back to square 
one!
